Struggles of the New York Republicans Over

Kew Yor, October 5.—The members of tlre repub- 
lidan state conventionimat carly at the Fifth Avenue 
hotel, and there was a large throug of delegates to 
the convention inattendance, and not a few promi- 
nent democrats, The coinmittee formally assem- 
- bled soon after 9 0’clock. The press was excluded, 
but a number of non-members managed to press 
their way in. Chairman Piatt conducted the pro- 
ceedings. Upon motion of General Sharpe, Frank 
Hiscock, of Syracuse, was agreed upon 
the temporary chairinan of the convention. 
selection seemed to give general satisfaction, 
feeling seems to prevail among the delegates. . 

The convention wes calied to orderatll:15 am 
by ex-Senator T. C. Platt. The Academy of Music 
waserowded, delegates from all parts of the State | 
being present. 

The academy was filled from the auditorium to 
the sky gallery. There were several handred la- 
dies in the mezzanine proscenium and the, artists’ | 
boxes, It is estimated that not less than four thou- 
sand people were in the academy. 

After prayer the roll of delegates wascalled. 

On the callof Mr Plait’s name as a delegate there | 
was immense cheering, andthe name of C M De- | 
pew, of the other side, was called a few minutes af- 
terward and received with tremendous cheers. | 

Wheti Speaker Sharpe proposed Hon Frank His- | 
cock for temporary chairman his speech was eoldly 
received, and Mr Hiscock, with considerable 
warmth, declined. 

Thomas M Pomeroy ,from Cayuga, then proposed, 
as Mr Hiscock’s name had been dropped against bis | 
wishes, that Senator Warner Miller be named as 
temporary chainnan. On this, amid great cheering, 
the yeas and nays were erdcred. 

The total vote for temporary chairman was 18-- 
“98 votes being cast for Warner Miller and 190 votes | 
for Hiscock, Miller's majority being 108,° This an- | 
nouncement was received with a long applause. 

Senator Miller was introduced to the conveniion 
as its te nporary chairman by ex-Kenator I'latt. He 
said on taking the chair that the delegates meet to- 
day asa band of mourners, and proceeded to eulo- 
gize President Garfield. Whilst we mourn his 
untimely taking off, we should bring united and 
harmonious support to him who has suceceded our 
late illustrious chief. 

Senator Madden here proposed three cheers for 
President Arthur, which were given. 

The convention adjourned until 7:50 p m,

EDUCATION IN THE SOUTH, 


The Preceedings of the Peabody Fuad Trasices on 
Yeatcrday. 

NeW York, October 5.—The trustees of the Pea- 
body educational fund, held their annual weeting 
here to-day, Hon Robert C Winthrop, president of 
the board, in the chair. 

Among those present were ex-President Hayes, 
Wim M Evyarts, ex-Secretary Fish, Judge Mannigg, 
of Louisiana, Bishop Whittle, Governor Aiken, of 
South Carolina, General H KR Jackson, Surgeon- 
General Barnes, Semucl Witmore, Colonel Wyman 
and Dr Curry. 

General Agent Wintrop made a brief address, 
congratulating the trustees on the success of their 
work, and spokein enlogistic terms of George W 
Riggs, one of the original trustees, appointed by 
Mr Peabody, who had died since their last gather- 
ing. 

Dr Curry then presented his jannual report, 
which spoke favoribly cf the advancement that 
had been made in educational matters in the south, 
and reviewed atlength the work that had been 
accomplished. (Grreat and gratifying as had been 
the progress both in public sentiment and educa- 
tional systems, the report said that it must not be 
eoneluded that free schools were established beyond 
a possibility of repeal or destruction. Instruction 
of the board to apply the greater portion of 
the income of the fund hereafter to the edueation of 
teachers torthe public schools had met with gen- 
eraland decided approval.

A Dencription of the Methods of Some of Gur Distiu- 
guished Scnators. 
Washington Republica. 

The senate is soon to mect again, dnd the expeet- 
ed presence of the Solons here inspires us to say 
that there are very few men in either honse cf 
congress Who speak upon any important measure 
without having made the most elaborate prepaia- 
tion. Thé jibrary is ransacked for books, old new- 
paper files are broviht from their nooks, and cords 
of paper are usedin taking notes, - These notes are 
filled out, put in order, arid then you have a set 
speech. 

David Davis, perhaps, more than any other sena- 
tor, indulges in manuseript, si my even a five- 
minute speech with great “Seare. This is 
his inflexible rule, and has. been since he 
entered public life. Afters he delivers . his 


speeches; or rather after he reads them, he 
hands his manuscript to Mr Murphy, the senate 
etunmpnee, who sends it to the government print- 
ing ottice. The ¢ompesitors never have any anuthe- 
nas for the judge’savriting, whichis large, distinct 
and full of character. es : ' 

Edmunds never tses notes,.and once a speech i 
optof his mouth, he doesn’tpother his head about 
-it.. Daring all the year he has been in the senate, 
he has not revised a single speech. He turns every- 
thing in his mind beforehand, and never rises to 
address the senate without baving weighed in the 
scales of his great mind what he intends saying. 

Ben Hill will ak. forthree hours without a 
scrap of paper. The only preperation he makes is 
marking referencesand passages in this book or that, 
Lhave seen bim timeahd again thunder away for 
twe hours without stopping even for a glass of wa 
ter. He revisesjhis speeches. however; make addi- 
tious and corrections tnaclear hand, much like 
that of acollege boy, and gives the “prsnters little 
trouble with his proof. Hill has an astounding 
memory,and no man in public life, except Ed- 
munds, has such imperturbability. The only man 
who could well worry Hill or excite his wrath in 
debate was the late Matt Carpenter. How it tickled 
Carpenter to put some adroit question at the Geor- 
viau and get him confused—a hard thing to do at 
any time, but Carpenter often succeeded. And it 
was more the result of an irresistible propensity for 
fun than anything else, for never was man who 
less malice than Matt Carpenter. 

He had a heart as big asa mountain. He wus ex- 
ecedingly particnlarabout his speeches when they 
were upon legal questions, After he got the proof 
from the foreman of the Record he would hack it to 
pieces, send the corrected proof back, get a second, 
and treatit in like manner. His writing was cha- 
ravteristic, haid to read—a_ rollicking, harum- 
searum sort of a fisi—and a study to the printers. 
lie used to say, “The shor est read is the best road 
when you're in a hurcy;’ and though he could 
write a fine, full round hand, he dashed off every 
thing at lightning speed. 

Another senator who, like Edmunds, never re- 
vi-ed a speech, was Thurman, Occasionally he 
spoke jrom manuscript, but the stenographer took 
down every word he said, asthe eld gentleman 
would forget his manuscript and driit into extem- 
porary eloquence. Thuiman, though never a 
gruciul spenker was ulways foreivie. He was 
beyond all doubt, the ablest of the democrats, an 
their leaders from the time he entered the senate. 

Bayard works hard at his speeches, and though 
he writes them out and follows his manuscripts 
closely, he revises after proof is taken. He makes 
few changes, however, buat holds the proof very 
often until 2 o’cleek.in the Morning, as ne spends 
his evenings generally inffsoctal§circles. He is a 
good penman, writing a medium-sized running 
baardd. : 

Lignar isa great reviser, cuts proof into tatters, 
writes a horrible hand, and tries the soul of a 
piinter, Oveasionally he goes down to the goverr.- 
ment printing office to look afser his specchesr, 
which, when published, are vastly difercut from 
the stenographer’s report of them. 

Senator Conkling selduni made a correction of his 
Ulternmees in the senate chamber. He is perhaps 
the best e¢xtemporaneous speaker m the 
United States, and even his remarks in runping 
devate are splendid judiecs of great ability, 
During the extra session of the forty-sixth 
congress .he. delivered «a . speech upon the 
army appropriation bill without note, papers, 
book, or reference of any kind, When the vire- 
president announced ‘the eenaterfrom New York,” 
up rose the stately form of Roscoe Conkling. Never 
before or since had the senator such. an audience. 
He spoke fer four hours. Before the adjourniment 
vf the senwte 150,000 Copies of his epeech had been 
subscribed for. Every ne establishment fn 
Vaushington sent to the revatorits lowest estimate. 
In a very short iime, Oyster, one of the best livin 
typos, and foreman of the Congressional Reeord, 
had the proof of the great speech ready. He took 
itup te Wormiey’s about 9o’eloek-in the morn- 
ing and asked for senator Conkling. ‘‘He is not up 
yet,’ said the private secretary; ‘the senator break- 
faxts about 11; however, as you are in a mete and

The legislature of Georgia has formally 
decided that it lacks constitutional authority 
to provide for an official participation of the 
state in the centennial celebration at York- 
town. We will not now criticise the decision, 
further than to say that with this construc- 
tion, the state constitution under which we 
are living is the most restrictive of any in the 
union, It is repressive of patriotic impulses 
and indifferent to the great events that make 
up our history as a state and a confederacy. 

The Yorktown centennial is a most fit and 
appropriate occ ‘asion for the cordial reunion of 
all the states in the ‘fraternal and mutually- 
dependent relations existing between the “old 
“thirteen” at the close of the revolutionary 
struggle, and which alone won for them their 
hard-earned success in that protracted con- 
flict. It was at Yorktown thatthe converging 
revolutionary forces from the northern and 
the southern states closed around the only for- 
midable British force on the continent, and 
there practically brought the war for inde- 
pendence to a successful close. The great 
event stands prominent in our history, not 
only for its immediate results, but as an ad- 
monition of the power ofa people united in 
sentiment and purpose.

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A SAD ACCIDENT. 
A Young Leay f Polsens Herscif by Mistake. 

About 7 o * ietak yesterday evening, a rumor of 
the poisoning of a young lady at her - home on Col- 
lins street, began to be circulated about the Kim- 
ball house, where the repertorial ears of THE CO™- 
STITUTION eame in contact with it. At first 
the intelligence was very meagre, but finally it be- 
came known that the rumor was correct, and that 
ihe unfortunate lady was a Miss Sims, residing at 
No 77 N Collins street, where a CoNstiTuTION re 
porter gathered the following facts: 

At 77 North Collins street Mr J W Sims resides. 
Veith him are several sisters who are well known 
For some time 
past Miss Sudie Sims, one of the ladies, has been in 
the habit of taking quinine in order to quieta net- 
vous affection. The drug was usually kept on the 
mantel in her room and was taken only when the 
nervous fits would seize her. Yesterday evening 
about six o'clock Miss Sims began complaining, and 
after lying down on her bed asked one of her sisters 
to give hera dose of quinine, The sister went to 
the mantel for the niedicine, but not finding I’, 
opened the clock from which she took a paper cop- 
taining what she thought was quinine, but which 
proved to be arsenic. Affer unwrapping the paper, 
the lady tasted the medicine, and thea proceeded to 
make a pill which she gave her sister, Ina few 
tmninutes after the pill had been swallowed Mis 
Sims began to feel the effects of the poison upon 
her system and at oneg told her sister that she was 
dying. A hurried examination disclosed the fact 
that arsenic had been mistaken for quinine, and 
melical aid was quickly summoned, but before a 
response was had Miss Sims was dead, 

The quinine had often been placedid the eleck 
where some other medicine was kept, and thus the 
mistake was made. 

The intelligence spread rapidly, and in a short 
while the residence had been visited by scores of 
friends of the family, who did allin their power %& 
alleviate the sorrow of the stricken family.] 

Miss was nk young lady of most 
execllent character. be was a pure, gentle woman, 
whose meny clegaut traits had won for her the love 
and friendship of all who knew her. She was a 
consistent member of the Methodist chureh, and 
was devoted to her Master’s cause. In her death a 
mother loses a devoted danghter, a brother a loving 
sister, the church an earnest nember and the world 
a noble Christian. Her untimely and sad dealh 
will be asenrce of great sorrow toall who knew 
her, in whose hearts is enshrined her pure, noble 
character.

On the SUth day of May the contract for the maiu 
buildiug, then four times the size of the original 
plun, wasawarded, and on June Ist ground was 
broken forits erection. During the pust 10S days 
the work necessary for the preparation of the 
grounds and the erection of the buildings has been 
performed with the tnarvelour results that ure to- 
day here visible. A number of important annexes 
are not entirely complete, yet they are so nearly 
finished as to justify usin throwing open the doors 
of the exposifion atthe promised hour. 

It is not inappropriate to referto the dificulties 
and embarrassments attending the preparation aud 
holding of an exposition of this character aud ex- 
tentin acity of less than tifty thousind inhabitant. 
The unfajling resources of the citics of Loudoun and 
Pariz,and New York and Philadelphia make it 
easy and thoroughly practicable to conceive and 
plan and bring rapidly to the highest perfection 
that great Internationalexposition. Yet we do not 
hesitate to claim atriumphino that we have over- 
come the majority of adverse circumstances by 
which we were surrounded, and we await with con- 
fidence the verdict af the people upon the success 
thai we have beeu enabled thus to achieve.

In the other departments into which 
the exposition has been divided will be found a 
great and valuable collection of the products and 
industries of the world, and the entire exposition, 
we belicve, will vive the liveliest gratitication to ev- 
ery one Who honors us with his presence, 

For the success of the undertuking, for the im 
portance of the exposition in itself, a d for the ben 
efichil character or the results to the southern peo 
ple and country as well as to the commerce and in 
dustry of the world,! make here and now no de 
cided claim, tor Weare content to leave to the f iiure 
the estimate which is to be put upon the euterprire 
in allits phases. 

I cannot, in this bricf review of the enterprise,

100,000 miles of railroads have drawn their lines 
across the face of this country, and jn wealth and 
power many of the great railroad corporations do not 
shrink from a trial of strength and influence with 
the government itself, Butevery rail of iron and 
of steel, and every locomotive and car which speeds 
over the track is paid for, sustained, and made 
profitable by the productions ofthefarm. The rail. 
road president, in his sumptuous car entertaining 
his directors, ix of far less importance to the stock- 
holders of his corporation, and_ to his fellow beings 
generally, than he who handles the corn pesuter. 
the wheat-drill, or cotton cultivator. <All this isin 
accordance with the experience of ages as well as 
with the teachings of Divine wisdom. It was decreed 
in the beginning that man should have dominion 
over the carth, and that this dominion should be 
achieved and maintained by labor. But in this 
estimate of the value of productive industry there 
is au implied clement without which it cannot ex- 
tort the gifts, the wealth and the bounties of nature 
nor assume that mastery iu human affairs which it is 
designed tohold. Thatelement is knowledge in its 
broadest sense. Ignorant industry is asad specta- 
ele, but it has tilled the world in past ages, 
and in ecrtrin apenas of the earth it 
continues to do so. We are aceustomed to heara 
superiority claimed for some of the most prominent 
nations of antiquity over the civilization of mod- 
erntimes. The elaim is unfounded. Their labor 
was not guided by the intelligence and the vast dis- 
coveries of the present, Lhe phyvical ecieneers 
were to them a sealed* book. sia is the paren 
Jand of the human race, and has made the longest 
experiment in progress and-civilizauion. It is the 
largest of the four geographical quarters of the 
sbutattae niore thun one-half 
gf the ¢arth. Jf possesses 
variecy of climate beneath the sn, and 
avils as luxuriant as the rains ever descended upon. 
Ita mineral rescurees arc boundless, and it is water- 
ed by riversand inland seas of almost illimitable 
extent. Withall this natural strength, howcver, 


what answer huve the Asiatic populations, githerin 
the remote past er ia the present, aade to the ques 
tion of the world’s advancemécnt? In what field of 
productive fnadustry have they brought forward the 
sreat stiples of commerce and civilization?

The light of more than 2,000 years of 
history is thrown upon them, and by that light we 
behold them standing still, fixed in the primitive 
methods of their ignorant ancestors, heedless of the 
advantages of soil, climate, and all the powerful 
elements of nature, making no progress themselves 
and conthiibuting nothing to the wants of other 
cowntries. It is true that during the last jundred 
years, commencing about the year 1788, great efforts 
have been made by English talent and energy, 
through the agency of the East India company, to 
increase the production of cotton in India for 
exportation to the looms and spindles of Great 
Britain, and a considerable measure of success has 
attended these efforts. But this is the work of 
modern. thought and an enlightened ‘self inter- 
eston the part of England, and in which she has 
been largely aided by the strife which raged be- 
tween brethren in this country during the last 
twenty years. .The conduct of the mative popula- 
tion of India, however, on thissubject presents a 
singular aud instructive spectacle. A recent writer 
of high authority gives the following description of 
their manufacturing processes:

It is true 
that great dexterity and slight of hand has been au - 
' quired by the East Indium manuiacturer, from the 
spinning of the yarn upon the distaff, until from his 
ifi-conatpanted loom he sometimes produces ‘‘those 
muslins which are said, when mest upon the grass, 
to apeens like a gossamer web.”’ Butnothing could 
be done in this way to meet the demand of the 
world for cotton fabrics, and therefore we find that 
the first steam spinning and weaving mill was estab- 
lished iu India as recently as 1868 by the East India 
company. It was locatea at Kurla, in Bombay. 
Others have followed, aud it is estimated now 
that there are 10,000 looms .and over a 
million and a quarter spindles in operation in the 
presidencies of Bengal, Madras, Surat and other 
parts of India, England has curried her manufac- 
turing machinery and skilled labor into the midst

We have the 
means .of observing the industria! pureniis of 
that vest and crowded hive of humanity as 
far back as néarly three thousand years ago, 
but the earliest mention made of cotton in Chincse 
history is only about 200 years bofore the Christian 
era, And then, for a space of thirteen centuries

‘We have expericuced what we did not then be- 
lieve—that there exists both profligacy and 
power enough to exclude us from the field of ex- 
changes with other nations; that to be independent 
for the comforts of life we must fabricate them owr- 
selves. Wemust now place our manufacturers by 
the side of the agriculturalist. The former 
question is now suppressed, or rather 
ussumes a@ new form. the grand inquiry 
now is, shall we make our own comforts or go 
without them at the will of «# foreign nation? He 
therefore, Whois iow against domestic manufac- 
tures must be for reducing us either toa depend. 
ence upon the nation, or to be clothed in skins and 
Ium proud té6 
say thatium not one of these. Experience has 

taught me that manufacturers are now as necessary 
to our independence as to our comfort."’ 

In «a special message to congress, in May, 1809, 
James Madison, then president of the United States, 
Says: 

“The revision of our commercial laws, proper to- 
udapt them tothe arrangement which has taken 
place With Great Britain, will doubtless engage the 
eurly attention of congress. It will be worthy at the 
same time of their justand provident care to make 
such further «lterations in the laws as will more es- 
pecially protect and foster the several branches of” 
manufacture which have been recently institted 
orextended by the laudable exertion of our eiti- 
zens,”’ 

in the first inaugural address of President Mon- 
roe, March Is17, the enbject is thus preseuted: 

“Our manufacturers will likewise require the sys- 
teraatic and fusicring care of the government. Pos- 
sessing, as We do, all the raw materials, the fruit of 
our ewn soil and industry, we ought not to depend, 
in the degree we have done. on supplies from other 
countries. While weure thus dependent, the sud- 
den event of war, unsoughtand unexpected, van 
not fail to plunge us into the most serious difhculty. 
It is important, too, that the capital which nourishes 
our manufactures should be domestic, as its influ- 
ence in that case, instead of exhausting, as it must 
do in in foreigu hands, would be felt advantageous- 
ly on agriculrare aud ou every branch of industry. 
tqually important is it to provide at home a market 
for our riw materials: as, by extending the com pe- 
tition, it willephance the price, and protect the 
cultivator against the casualties incident to foreign 
miarkets,”’ 

Coming dewn toa still later Gate and to a name 
not less distinguished, we read the following Jetter 
written by Andrew Juckson in May, 1823, to Robert 
Pattersou, of Mhiladelphia: 

“A few days since ‘4 had the pleasure to receive 
the grass hat which you had been pleased to present 
and forward to Mrs Jackson as a token of the respect 
and esteeta entertained for my public services, Per. 
mit me, sir, to return to you tny grateful acknow!}- 
edgerents for the honor conferred upon us tn this 
wken. Mrs Jackson will wear with pride a hat 
made by American hands, and made 
of American rnaterials. its workmanship 
reflecting the highest credit upon it an- 
thors, will be regarded as an evidence of the per- 
fection which our domestic manufacturers may 
hereafter acquire if properly fostered and proteet- 

Upon the success of our mauufactures, as the 
hend-msid of agriculture and commerce, depends . 
in @ great measure the independence of our cougtry 

' asure yon that none can feel more sensibly 
then I do the necessity of encou ng them.”’ 

I have cited these opinions of the men who 
framed the government, and took part in its 


eatniy edministration, in order to show the aus 
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w'wTTHa fc eign commerce bef 
on the map of the world which iuclose the United 
States. Nor was the new republic, based on the 
neiples of the declaration of American 
independence, warmly or cordially welcomed into 
commercial fellowship with countries governed by 
kings, emperors, czars, shahs and sultans and other 
royul potentates. ‘Treaties were not made with us 
in the earlier years of our independence, as with a 
favored nation, in the languagé of diplomacy, and 
this Wax more especially true as to Great Britain than 
any other power. We were, therefore, not free to 
«hoose ourcommercial policy with our goveruments 
as we might have been had we equaled them in age, 
apportunity, development, wealth and experience, 
Freedom of trade hasa seductive sound, but if it 
pe not reciprocal, aud of equal advantage among 
nations. itis attractive only in sonnd, and noth- 
ing more. The policy of a wise government Is 
necessarily one of self-inteTest, and it has a trust to 
perforin in the care of its own people before carry- 
ing its benevolence to others. The policy of a free 
and unrestricted exchange and sile of commodities 
hetween comimercial countries bas, for the last 
fifty years especinily, been the theme of culogy on 
the part of britixb writers and statesmen, butit can 
0t be forgetten that this policy was never advanced 
on the partof Great Britain until, by hundreds of 
yearre of not merely protective but prohibitory legis- 
lation, #he had so fostered and ~~ built 
up her home industries, and at the same 
dime so cheapenued the wages of abor, that competl- 
tion on the partof other nations was no longer 
feared. The student of history has buta short dlis- 
tancg to go in the past in order to tind English laws 
denouncing the barbarvus penalties of death and 
mutilition against the importation of certain man- 
ufactured gouds; and also against the importation 
and exportation of certain agricultural productions’ 
Such avsolute exelusiveness in trade as the compar 
ative recent history of England presents can hardly 
be foundin any other country outside of China. 
The British corn laws, origivating in 1360, in the 
reign of Edward IL, and repealed only thirty-five 
years ago, constituted the most elaborate and com- 
plete barrier to the exchange of agricultural 
productions ever conceived ~by man, end 
they were accynrpanied for centurics by the 
almost total prohibition of manufactured 
imports These statutory restrictions of trade closed 
the marketx of Great Britain te the grain growing 
regions of the world, and toy foreigu mapulnctures, 
except Upon ceryain hard conditions, and in but few 
instances. They also set an example on the subject 
of protection to home industries of all kinds which 
strongly influenced the policies of all the neighbor- 
ing nations of Europe. it wasin the face of such 4 
system as this, supported by the lawsand interna- 
tional usages ofuearly tive hundred years, that 
(merican statesinen were first called upon to frame 
“u system of commerce for their own country which 
would most surely develop its resources give employ- 
ment to its citizens, and render it independent and 
powerfulamong jealousand unfriendly monarchies. 
The American people were confronted with the 
niternative of purchasing all manufactured pro- 
<lucts necessary to their existence and comfort from 
abroad, without even free markets in Furope for 
their gain; or, on theSpother hand, adopt such 
measures ax Would maket” ew rsiself ustaining, 
and eventually formidavic competitor in every 
branch of skill and labor. Asa purely agricultural 
people, devoted to that alone, it would have been 
our mission to feed ourselves and starving millionsin 
other lands; but with our labor diversified, and capi- 
tal encouraged in every channel, we have perform- 
ed that mission, and one of intinite progress and 
clory besides. The homes of the people, those 
sanctuaries of a nation’s advancement and strength, 
where civilization begins, and where its richest flow- 
ers first peep forth and expand in beauty, have been 
furnished, adorned and brightened by the labor of 
home. The giantimprovements of the age, like 
mighty pulsating arteries, have carried develop- 
ment and wealth to our remotest boundaries, aud 
the whole world has taken note of the fact that we 
area people equipped with an almost perfect com- 
bination of all the industrial arts and pursuits, 
There wre some faults and blemishes, as in all 
things human, vutin the main the work which our 
fathers began has been carried forward in magnifi; 
cence and honor, 

As every people, however, have their different 
eras, in which new systems of thought and action 
ure conceived, or new applications made of old and 
tried ones, may we not be convinced by an occasion 
like the present, and by the whole current O7 pass- 
ing events, that we stand now upon the threshold 
ota new era in American enterprise, development 
and history?) Does it not appear as if a wider field 
isepening for the application of those principles 
Which have already made the American name so 
renowned’? The last quarter of a century bas been 
very full of instruction to the people of every sec- 
tion of the United States. Some errors have been 
corrected in every quarter, and additional! light, 
theugh at apaintul cost, has been thrown upon 
many subjects. Thisisa world of compensations, 
and it seems to me that for the sorrows 
of the past we are now standiug in the dawn of a 
better day than American history hes ever known, 
and that the splendor of its unclouded sun wjll 
soun break over our heads. Sir, the south enters 
the arena to contend, for the first time, for the 
supremacy in all the industrial pursuits. She 
comes with the light of youth and hope 
in her face, her eves no longer red with weep- 
ing, and every patriotic heart in the_nortlp 
salutes her here on these grounds with a fraternal 
embrace. This is a field of peaceful strife over 
which the angels in heaven have joy. The south 
andthe north meet here with one Janguage, one 
territory, one government, one allegiance, ene flag 
and one heart for the prosperity of all, Thosé whom 
God hath thus joined together let no main seek to 
alienute or put asunder! 

The relations which the southern states bear to the 
freat questions of production and manufacture are 
of vital and overshuduwing importance. Here 
stretebes, through many degrees of longitude and 
latitude, that mighty cotton belt which startled and 
revoludionized the trade of the world less than a 
eentury ago; whose fields, with their tinted blos- 
sols, are richer and more valuable to mankind 
than allthe mines of goldand diamond fields of the 
earh, It was once thought that the cotton planti- 
tion was dependent upona certain svetem of labor. 
The rapidly increasing production of cotton during 
ihe last fifteen years has, to the joy of the world, 
exploded that error. It is the creature of intelli- 
sent industry by whomsoever bestowed. It in- 
Vites the labor of every nativity and color, and re- 
munerates them all, But there isa far bigher re- 
muneration than has ever been given by cotton yet 
in store for the laborer, the manufacturer, the south 
and the entire country. In the midst of the cotten 
plantations themselves there is a career for manu- 
facturing development such as the world has not 
yet seen. Nature here is not only lavish in her 
¥iits lo the agriculturist. but she invites the manu 
lacturer flso with matchless inducements. With 
coal, iron and timber in perfection and inex- 
haustible, and water power everywhere, by 
What rule of political economy should the 
sollthern people send their cotton, at an ex- 
pense always deducted from its price, to distant 
sections and foreign countries to be spun and 
voven? If the manufactifrer in Great Britain, 
transporting his cotton from India and the United 
“lites, Can realize substantial profits, why may they 
not be realized here, and thus render an aid to the 
ceneral welfare? We have seen the manufacturer 
of New England, ata long distance from a produc- 
‘ive base of supplies, turn a sterile country into the 
s@at oi culture, retinement and wealth. Why shall 
hot the south put forth its energies and reap the 
same, and afar greater reward? Here the cotton 
srows up to the doorsteps of your mills, and sup- 
ply and demand clasp handstogether. The average 
exportation during’ the last ten years, from these 

vonderful fields to England and other European 
ports, has been over 8.000.000 of bales perannum; 
while to the mills of New England and other north- 
ern states another million have been annually car- 
ried away from your midst, and from the best man- 
ufacturing region on the globe. It is my firm be- 
Hie? that this -policy on the part of the south will 
not long continue, Sooner or later 1 expect to see 
those principles of legislation which have filled oth- 
er sections with prosperity applied to the inanu- 
facturing interests of the south. The spirit of even- 
handed justice seems to call for this. The manu- 
factories of the eastern and middle states were ntr- 
tured by the government when unable to stand 
alone. 1 am prepared to say that within proper 
and safe limits, and with primary consideration for 
the agriculturalist as the foundation and begin- 
ning of everything, the same policy of encourage- 
ment which has heretofore, in general, marked our 
legislation should now be continued to the in- 
fant manufacturing Industrigncf the sonthand of 
the west. There issuch athing as fair playin the 
histery of a people, and the time has now come for 
the south, in my opinion, to ep’ its fruits, There 
is a gigantic double profit within your reach if you 
will put forth your handsand take it. The profit of 
the preducer you already have; the profit of the 
manufacturer—which enriches naticis—is yours to 
«ommand; it awaits your call, and if I mistake not 
the meaning of this day, the call has been made. 
Be assured that it will be answered. It is my fond 
hope and belief that he who is _ living 
twenty-five years hence will behold the 
transfiguration of the south. New industries, in- 
coming capital, and teeming populations are 
in store for her future.. The eoiton belt proper, ex- 
tending ftem North Carolina to Texas, will be 
studdel with cems more resplendent than ever 
shone on the belt or diladem of royalty. Along the 
banks of southern streams, inlets and bays, new 
«ities and Villages will arise, sending to all the mar- 
kets of the worid The manufactured productions of 
thé neighboring plains. 

The blast furnace, the rolling mill, the nail factory 
will all be here to manufacture the iron of your 
adjacent mountains. Workers in brass, copper 
at food will in. the coming years find employ- 
ment here where nattwre has provided every material 
inabundance. Thrifty and intelligent populations, 
the greatest of all wealth, will come from distant 
parts and swarm int your rich valleys, and climb 
slopes of mineral lands. Who shall say that 
this vision will mot be fulfilled’?

But a detailed discussion of the areas of production 
shows that a little over one-fourth (27 per cent) only 
of the cotton product of the state comes from the 
Yazoo bottem,. while over one half of the whole is 
produced in what might be termed the first-class 
uplands, viz: the table-land belt bordering the Mis- 
sippi bluff and the prairie belt.

Georgia stands second in total production, but 
examiuation shows the causes that place the state 
xo near to the highest in position to be widely dif- 
ferent from those obtaining in Mississippi. With 
balfa million more inhabittnts than Mississippi, 
the cotton product of Gecrgia is a little over halfa 
bale (0.53) per head, and the average product per 
acre is but two-thirds of thai of Mississippi (0.31 to 
0.46). A detailed examination of the,soils of Geor- 
gia shows that her area of what in Mississippi are 
considered first and second-class soils is very linri- 
1ed—fur more so than is the case in the neighboring 
state of Alabama. Yet Georgia stands slightly 
ahead of Alabama in the average cotton pape per 
acre, andisonly a trifle behind in production per 
capita (0.52 to 0.55). In other words, the high posi- 
tion of Georgia is due, notto natural advantages, 
but to better cultivation of the soil, the useof fer- 
tilizers, and the thrift of au industrious population.

Alabamaisa newer state than Georgia, 
and there reach into it from Mississippi the two belts 
of rich prairie lands whieh terminate short of the 
Chuttahvochee, Northern Alabama is almost iden- 
tical in its agricultural features with northern Geor- 
gia: and we should therefore expect to find a much 
more marked difference in favor of Alubama than 
ixshown iu the ficures above quoted. The infer- 
enee seems irresistible that while Mississippi is still 
partly within the period of the first flush. of fertili- 
ty, and Georgia has reached the stage when the use 
of fertilizers is renovating her fields, the soils of 
Alabama have passed the tirst stage, and her popu- 
lation has not yet realized the neeessigy of sustain- 
ing the soil’s powers by fertilization. 

Cotton culture in Florida is chiefly confined to 
the northern part of the state, lying adjacent to | 
Georgia. Thisis mostly pine land, and is cultivated | 
without manure: hence the low product of less than 
a quarter of a bale peracre. Notwithstanding this, 
there has been a respectable increase in production 
since 1870, though not so lage as that of the popula- | 
tion, a circumstance doubtless due to the prominent 
woxition Which the culture of tropical fruits 
as assumed during the past decade.

aren of the state, produces only about 1 per cent of 
the total amount of cotton, while 54 per cent of this | 
total is produced in the country lying between the | 
Tennessee and Mississippi rivers. More than this, 
within this region the average production per in- 
habitant is 0.52 of a bale, and a little less (0.49 of a 
bale, per acre, While the average for the entire 
state, perinhabitant, is only 0.21 ofa bale. Again, 
of the above 8! per cent, 70 belongs to the two tiers 
of counties lying nearest to the Mississippi 
river, Of these, only a small portion is bottom | 
land of the Mississippi river, the greater part by far | 
being gently rolling uplands (‘‘table lands’), such | 
as form a large body in vorthwesteri Mississippi 
also, and extend, gradually narrowing, as fur south 
as Baton Rouge, Louisiana.

The great state of Texas stands third in the list of | 


total production, while first in population, among 
the cotton states. The fact shown by the figures of 
acreage and total production, namely, that in the 
average product per acre it stands eleventh in rank 
(0.57), Will be a surprise to most persons, and is 
doubtless in part to be accounted for as an accident - 
of the season, the year 1879 having been an unusu- 
ally dry one, and therefore especially unfavorable 
toa country in which so large a proportion of the 
staple isgrown on upland soils. Among these the 
heavy black prairie soils, so highly productive in 
favorable seasons, are notoriously the first to suffer 
from drouth. It is pee that in ordinary sea- 
gous the avcrage product per acrein Texas would 
approach more nearly that of Mississippi or South 
Carolina. 

A discussion of the returns shows that 52 per cent. 
of the cotton product of Texas is grown fn the north- 
eastern portion of the state, north of the thirty-gec- 
ond parallel and east of the ninety-eighth meridian, 
and that within this region the production is highest 
in the counties adjoining Red river, the product 
averaging 0.41 bale *r acre, Southwa of the 
thirty-secend, parallel. the -average -yield is 
0.34 °* bale per acre. The coast coun- 
ties produce. but little cotton; inland, 
between Red river and San Antonio, about 55 per 
cent of the total product is grown on black prairie 
land, the average product per acre on such land be- 
ing (in 1879) 0.34 bale per acre. A comparison ot 
the returns of the present census with those of the 
preceding one shows that within the last decade the 
region of cotton production has extended seventy- 
five miles to westward. On the south but very lit- 
tle cotton is grown south and west of the Nueces 
river. 

Compared to the area of fertile lands susceptible 
of cotton culture, the present cotton acreage of Tex- 
as is almost insignificant. 


The cases of the two Carolinas, with respect to 


cotten production, are nearly alike, and may as |

Without entering into details on the subjeet 
ef the distribution of cotton production in tht€se 
States, it may be broadly stated that the culture of 
cotton is reported to have pone ‘extended of late, 
even up the sl of the Blue Ridge itself.
